SALONIKI, July 14.—The sacking and 


burning of the town of Seres by the 
defeated Bulgarian army and the ac- 
companuying outrages on women and 
atrocities on men were fully confirmed 
today in a dispatch from a well-known 
Greek correspondent.

Even the foreign consulates in Seres 
were not spared, according to the cor- 
respondent. The Austro-Hungarian con- 
sular offices were plundered and burned, 
Vice-Consul George C. Ziatko being car- 
ried off by the marauders, but subse- 
quently ransomed. The Italian  Con- 
sulate also was sacked, but the Con- 
sul bought off the incendiaries. 

The Bank of Athens, the Oriental 
Bank, the Palace of the Metropolitan, 
the Great Synagogue, all the schools, 
the tobacco warehouses of the Amert- 
can, Austrian and German companiss,

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Mercer Pleads Guilty of Offenses 
for Which Bride Once Said 
She Was Responsible. 


Elwood Mercer pleaded guilty to two 
counts of a charge of forgery in Judge 
Kinsey’s court Monda) and was sent- 


enced to five years in the penitentiary. 

The case against his wife, Katherine, 
who was arrested on the same charge, 
Was nolle prossed. 

Mercer and his wife, who is 17 years 
old, and was a bride of two months at 
the time, were arrested last December, 
charged with passing a forged check 
on the Night and Day Bank for $75, an- 
cther for $52.50 on the Third National 
Bank and a third for $75 on the Third 
National. 

Mrs. Mercer admitted to the police at 
the time of her arrest that she traced 
the name of Charles Fensky on the two 
checks cashed at the Third National and 
that her husband was not responsible 
for the forgery. She afterward re- 
pudiated that statement.

The St. Louis Team Owners’ Associa- 
tion will meet at the Mercantile Club 
Thursday night to consider the demands 
of the teamsters, who have threatened 
to strike. 

The teamsters are now getting $17.50 
a week, and ask an increase to $22 a 
week and recognition of their union. 

The team owners say the demands of 
the teamsters are unreasonable. Plans 
for discharging all the white teamsters 
employed in St. Louis and employing 
negroes have been discussed. 

he team owners, who make contracts 
with business houses to do their haui- 
ing, say that every business house ‘1 
St. Louis would suffer inconvenien::e 
from the strike. 

The owners said the teamsters’ union 
wanted to control the hiring of the men. 
Under certain rules, of the union they 
permit a team owner to hire a nonunion 
teamster, but unless the driver joins the 
union within 10 days he must be dis- 
charged and .a union man employed. 

Auto Truck Drivers in Union. 

The drivers of automobile trucks have 
been take into the,teamsters’ union, and 
are, expectd to strike with the drivers, 
unless the wage increase is granted. The 
teamsters made their demand upon the 
owners three-months ago. Negotiations 
for an agreement so far have been un- 
successful. The team owners will de- 
side at the meeting whether to. treat 
with the teamsters or turn down their 
demands.

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Owners to Meet .Monday Night; 


East Side Patrolmen Deny John 
; Link’s Story and Say He Re- 
sisted Arrest. 


John Link, % years old, a trunkmaker 
of 910 Russell ‘avenue, was shot twice 
by two policemen in PMast St. Louis 
Sunday night,.and is in a serious condi- 
tion at St. Mary’s Hospital in that city. 

Link said he -thought the policemen 
were trying to hold him. up, while they 
reported that they shot him when he 
broke away after they arrested him, 
They were in plain clothes. 

The shooting occurred near Second 
street and St. Louls avenue about 10:30 
yp m. PatroJmen Goodman and Wod- 
ley, in.their report said that they were 
“spotting a place’ there and saw Link 
standing at the corner. They watched 
him for 20 minutes, they said, then 
asked him why he was there. Link told 
them he was waiting for a friend. They 
asked him, they said, who his friend 
was, and he refused to tell. 

The patrolmen said they began to 
search him and felt something hard 
in his pocket. Then Link broke and 
ran, they said. The officers said they 
first fired two shots in the air and 
then two shots at the fleeing man. 

“So we had to stop him,"’ reads the 
report. 

Ome bullet struck Link just above the 
knee. Another passed entirely through 
his thigh. 

“I never visited East St. Louis in my 
life before,’’ he said at the hospital, 
“and as I had nothing to do last night 
I just came over here to look around. 

“While I stood at Second street and 
St. Louls avenue two fellows approached 
me. They wore no uniform, and I 
saw no sign of a policeman's star. 

“I, thought they were going to hold 
me up. They asked. me what I was 
there for, and I simply told them I was 
waiting for a friend. Then they began 
to go through my pockets, and I ran. 

“I think they fired about six. shots at 
me. I did not have any revolver, not 
even a knife. I Was runving toward 
the lights on Collinsville avenue, where 
I thought I could escape the robbers.” 

Link ran nearly a block. before the 
bullets felled him. 

Chief Payne told a Post-Dis»vatch re- 
porter that his investigation of the 
shooting appeared to indicate the po- 
licemen were in error. He said no de 
tective had a right to stop and: search 
a citizen without showing him a badge 
of authority and that he was trying to 
find out whether or not this was done. 

If he, thinks it was not, he said he 
would suspend the policemen and send 
them to trial.

The news of the killing spread through 
the neighborhood before daylight, and 
Biesterfeldt found himself a hero. Men 
and women besieged the store to shake 
his hand, and policemen dropped in long 
enough to tell him how much they en- 
vied his aim.

Three St. Louis youths lost their lives 
in the water Sunday when on outings. 

Francis Flannery, 19 years old, 40% 
Green Lea place, drowned in the Mera- 
mec River near Fenton while attempting 
to swim across the stream. 

Bernhard C, Kauffman, 15, 3609 [linois 
avenue, died of acute gastritis a few 
minutes after entering the Delmar Gar- 
den swimming pool, after eating a meal 
consisting mostly of cucumbers. 

Charles C. Franklin, 20, 132A Bayard 
avenue, member of a launch party, 
drowned ‘in the Mississippi River near 
Cliff Cave, 10 miles south of St. Louis, 
when bathing. 

Fiancee Sees Him Drown. 

Misses Meta and Anna Schwam, 18 and 
29 years, of 1131 Rutger street, saw 
franklin drowning. Miss Emma Schwam 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
Franklin ignored the advice of every 
one in the launch party, particularly 
that of her sister, who was his sweet- 
heart, not to go in swimming. 

After he insisted, Emma said, he per- 
suaded Flad and Lucas to‘ join him, 
Meinhardt remaining in the boat with 
the girls. Emma warned the young men 
to use life preservers. Filad and Lucas 
accepted this advice, but Franklin re- 
fused, saying he was a good swimmer, 

After diving into the water, Franklin 
swam about 70 feet from the launch, 
when suddenly Emma saw his out- 
stretched hands disappearing beneath 
the water. She called sharply to Mein- 
hardt, who-hurried to shore and, near- 
ing the place where Franklin had gone 
down, jumped into the water, fully 
clothed. 

He dived once and caught Franklin 
under the left shoulder. He succeeded 
in partly raising Franklin’s head out ef 
the water, when, handicapped by the 
burden and his clothes, he was com- 
pelled to let go. Meinhardt was affect- 
ed by the cold water and Lucas and 
Flad assisted him out. 

The members of the party stayed at 
the point where Franklin drowned for 
several hours, but his body was not re- 
covered. 

Both young women were prostrated 
by the tragedy and Miss Meta Schwam 
was still confined to her bed in the 
morning, suffering from a nervous 
shock. 

Strength Gone, Swimmer Sinks. 

Flannery lost his life in the Meramec 
River when he attempted to swim across 
the stream after he had exhausted his 
strength in the water. He was one of 
a party of 30 young persons, most of 
them members of the sodalities of Holy 
Name Church, who went out early Sun- 
day for an all-day outing. They were 
accompanied by the Rev. Father George 
M. Ryan, pastor of the church. 

Flannery and two companions donned 
their bathing suits and went swimming 
despite the protests of Father Ryan. 
After swimming about for some time, 
Flannery struck out across the river. 
As he sat on the opposite bank he told 
his companions that the strong current 
had exhausted him, and he was urged 
to walk back over the wagon bridge, or 
wade across at a shallow place. 

He insisted that he could swint back, 
and plunged into the water. When he 
was within 30 feet of the opposite shore 
he cried for help and disappeared from 
view. Several men jumped into the 
stream, but were unable to rescue him. 

Dies in Shallow Pool, 

Young Kauffman died in shallow 
water of the Delmar swimming pool a 
few minutes after he had entered the 
water. When he had waded to a depth 
of 4 feet, and was 2% feet from the 
bank, he~threw up his hands, uttered 
a cry, and sank. A life guard brought 
the boy’s body to the shore.

“What we hope will result from this 
conference is something more than ad- | 
justment of the questions at issue in this 
particular case. We want to lay the 
foundation for the preservation of in- 
dustrial peace for many years to come. 
The methods of mediation and arbitra- 
tion that we expect them to agree upon 
are to establish the machinery for amic- 
able settlement of labor disputes, not 
only between these parties, but between 
ali capital and labor.

“There has been an arbitration law, 
the Erdman act, on the statute books 
for a number of years.

When the causes at issue were 
limited in scope, it proved effective, but 
now both the causes and numbers of 
men and interests involved have spread 
beyond its efficiency. Hence, we are 
confronted with the necessity of amend- 
ing and improving the. operating ma- 
chinery. ; 

Three Changes Proposed, 

“There are three important changes 
proposed. One provides for a commis- 
sioner of mediation, who may endeavor 
to bring about amicable agreements.

The third proposed change 
is to increase the number of arbitrators 
provided in the present law from three 
to probably six.

Rates the Lowest Ever Proposed 
in Bill Introduced by a Re- 
publican Senator. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Senator 
Smoot, Republican member of the 
Finance Committee, introduced today a 
substitute for the wool schedule of the 
Undgerwood-Simmons bill, proposing rates 
based directly upon the report of the 
tariff board and adopting in each grade 
the lowest rate. The schedule is lower 
than that introduced last year by Sen- 
ator Penrose as a substitute for the Un- 
derwood wool bill and is the lowest of 
all wool schedules ever introduced by 2% 
Republican Senator. 

As a substitute for free raw wool, the 
Smoot schedule divides raw wool into 
three*grades and establishes rates rang- 
ing from 7 to 16 cents per pound. Class 1 
wools, made dutiable at 16 cents per 
pound if scoured and 15 cents per pound 
on cleaned contents, if imported in the 
grease, include merino wools. imported 
usually from Beunos Aires, New Zea- 
land, Egypt, Australia, Cape of Good 
Hope, Russia, Great Britain, Morocco, 
down-combing wools and Canada long 
wools. 

Wools of Class Two. 

Wools of class two, made dutiable at 
14 cents per pound, if scoured, and 15 
cents on cleaned content in the grease. 
include all hair of the camel, goat, al- 
paca and Lelcester, Cotswold, Lincoln- 
shire and similar long combing wools of 
English blood. 

Wools of class three, dutiable at 7 
cents per pound if imported in their na- 
tural state, and 14 cents if scoured, in- 
clude Bonskoi, native South American, 
Cordova, Valparaiso, native Smyrna, 
Russian camels’ hair, Bagdad, China 
lamb, casto branco and all such wools 
usually tmported from Turkey, Greece 
and Syria. 

A drawback of 99 per cent is provided 
for on wools of class three used in the 
United States for the manufacture of 


‘carpets, mats, floor rugs, hassocks and 


art squares, which would make carpet 
wools practically free of duty. The duty 
on wools or hair on the skin would be 
1 cent less per pound, in every case, 
than on the wool content. 


Manufactured Goods. 
. On manufactured goods and wools 


advanced beyond the natural state, the 
rates of the Smoot bill are correspend- 
ingly lower than present rates. 

The schedule contains a provision that 
the rates on raw wool should be effec- 
tive Nov. 1, 1913, and on wool manufac- 
tures, Jan. 1, 1914. 


PHONE GIRLS HAVE NEW 
PLAN FOR SETTLEMENT 


Five girls representing the striking 
telephone operators went to call on State 
Senator Michael Kinney Monday after- 
noon, to ask him to represent them in 
an immediate effort to settle the strike. 

The proposition which they authorized 
Kinney to present to the company was 
this: | 

The company shall reinstate every girl 
who struck and every one who was 
discharged since the union agitation be- 
gan. 

Nothing was said about recogni- 
tion of the union, in this, the girls’ 
latest demand. The girls’ action, it 
was stated, would be subject to a 
vote at the strikers’ meeting Mon- 
day.night, but the feeling was that 
such an arrangément would be rati- 
fied. 

The Southwestern (Bell) company has 
several times announced that it is ready 
to take back those who went on ‘strike, 
but that it will not reinstate those who 
were ‘discharged for cause.’’ It has 
taken the ground that the latter were 
inefficient. 

The girls have contended that the dis- 
charges ‘‘for cause’’ were solely for the 
cause of leadership in the union, and 
that no one was actually discharged for 
inefficiency. 

Hence, the remaining obstacle to 
agrgement is the discharged girls. If 
the company will reinstate them, the 
strike wil lbe over; otherwise, the strik- 
ing girls say, they will not avail them- 
selves of the privilege of.returning to 
work.

One reason 
for the change is that Quanah Park:r 
and Geronimo, the two chief Indian at- 
tractions, are dead. Another is that 
Lawton folk have come to the conclu- 
sion that they should ‘let the world 
know their degree of civilization in- 
stead of recalling the wild and wooly 
past. 

There will be Indians present, prob- 
ably 6000 of them. They will have 1 
camp of their own, special races and 
time allotted for their dances and other 
ceremonies, but the speakers for .the 
occasion will be white men who have 
come into prominence recently. 

There are special reasons why there 
should be a big celebration this year. 
The Federal Government is spending 
$1,000,000 on tmprovements at Fort Sill, 
only a few miles distant, and Lawton, a 
city of 10,000, has spent $250,000 within 
a@ year on a water system that brings 
a supply of pure Wichita Mountain wa- 
ter here from the mountain streams, 
18 miles away. 

Aug. 6, 1901, more than 4,000 persons 
came to this spot on the map and In 
one day .built a tent city. A lot of 
those who came were gamblers and 
they did a great business in the 1 
canvas saloons until a posse headed by 
Robert Goroo, a Texan, sent them 
about their business. The one street of 
the town during the canvas days was 
called ‘“‘Goo-Goo” avenue, the name 
coming from the song which was the 
rage at that time and which was played 
by a band in every saloon and by the 
fiddlers in the dance halls.

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Judge Holds Unsuccessful Trial 
_ Reconciliation Doesn’t Nul- 


lify Proceedings. 


A trial reconciliation which falls does 


met invalidate divorce proceedings be- 


gun before the reconciliation takes place 
and it is not necessary to file a new 
suit, according to a ruling by Judge 
McElhinney at Clayton Monday. 

The Judge granted a divorce to the 
Rev. James Hatcher, a Methodist 
minister of WeRston, after holding the 
case under advisement since July 3, 
while hé was examining briefs submitted 

y the lawyers. He dismissed Mrs. 
Hatcher’s cross bill and assessed the 
costs of the suit against the minister. 

Testimony developed that after the 
divorce and cross bill had been filed, the 
minister and his wife made up and lived 
together four days. Then they again 
separated. Attorneys for the wife ar- 
gued that by consenting to this recon- 


' cililation the clergyman automatically 


withdrew his divorce action. 

Judge McElhinney ruled that the re- 
conciliation was based on promises of 
the wife that she would change her 
Ways and conduct herself in a manner 
pleasing to her husband. It was con- 
donation or forgiveness, the Court said, 
but it was not a waiver to prosecu- 
tion of the suit if the misconduct com- 
plained of was renewed. , 

The Hatchers were married in Jan- 
vary,.1911. The wife was a widow, the 
mother of two children, and kept a 
boarding house on Delmar boulevard. 
_Hatcher’s divorce petition charged that 
his wife, owing to a too jealous dis- 
position, frequently had made false ac- 
cusations against him, such as that he 
was too friendly with women of his 
congregation, and frequently had ab- 
sented herself from home for a long 


_ period.

NEW YORK, July 14.—Less than six 
months ago William Rockefeller, after 
being hunted for months by process 
servers of the Pujo Congressional Com- 
mittee, was excused from testifying af- 
ter the committee had found and gone 
to his place of rest, on the ground he 
could neither talk nor write and that 
any excitement might cause his death 
through suffocation. 

Last week, on Friday to be exact, 
William Rockefeller, looking better than 
he has in some years, attended a three- 
hour conference of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, dalled to discuss the 
very important repoit of the Interstate 
Commerce Commissidn on the manage- 
ment of the company. 

He did his share of the talking and 
went to his North Tarrytown home ap- 
parently as fresh as any of the younger 
members of the committee, whose health 
has at no time been the subject of na- 
tional discussion. , 

Apparently his rejuvenation is as re- 
markable as that of his brother, John 
D., who after many years of trouble 
with indigestion announced a few years 
back that his dyspepsia had gone and 
that he could once more eat anything 
he wished without distress. 

Friends of Rockefeller say his recov- 
ery is due more to the outdoor life he 
leads than to any medical or surgical 
treatment. He motors a great deal and 
takes long walks about his place almost 
every day, and at all times keeps in 
close touch with affairs, though it is 
a long time since any movement of the 
stock market has been ascribed to his

Signal Los Angeles Motorman to 
Go Ahead After Conductor Got 
Down to Flag Next Train. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal. July 4.—To 
youths who meddled with the train whis- 
tle, is ‘attributed the loss of 12 lives and 
the injury of more than 200 persons near 
here last night. Two Pacific electric 
trains collided, telescoping two cars and 
wrecking another at Vineyard Station, 
near the city limits.

ROAD MAKING EN MASSE. 

Gov. Major’s plan to call out all of Missouri's 
able-bodied men for work two days in August on 
the roads is excellent for the purpose of directing 
attention to bad roads and the desirability of hav- 
ing good roads. If 300,000 men respond he will 
have 300,000 men who have been awakened to the 
necessity of road improvement and who presum- 
ably will be ready to campaign for and contribute 
to good roads hereafter. 

We cannot, however, commend this method of 
getting good roads as efficient and economical. 
There will be a tremendous waste of valuable time 
and energy in this en masse attack on the roads. 
Expert road makers and proper material are need- 
ed to make permanent good roads. It requires 
trained brawn and muscle under competent direc- 
tion to lay the foundation properly and build the 
top layers of a first-class road. 

Many of those who will respond to the call will 
be wholly inefficient. They may be good lawyers, 
doctors, merchants, carpenters, plasterers, farmers, 
butchers and bakers, but they are not good road 
makers. They could earn much more doing some- 
thing else. The results would be better if they 
devoted the two days to the work in which they 
are skilled and paid éxpert substitutes to do the 
road work. 

The call for volunteer road makers is a spec- 
tacular makeshift. Paying road taxes with per- 
sonal service never did bring good results. The 
scheme is a.foolish return to the days when men 
tried to do everything for themselves. 

The way to assure good roads for the State Is 
to raise the money for roads by taxation and ap- 
propriate it for the employment of road makers 
who know how to make good roads in the most 
efficient and economical way. This is the wise, 
scientific, practical method which gives the best 
results for the least money. 
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“Even ‘if I had been elected President,” says 
Secretary Bryan, “I would have thought it no 
stepping down to return to the chautauqua plat- 
form.” But Bryan and the country never did 
think alike concerning the presidency.

In the late Charles H. Huttig the successful 
banker did not absorb the man. Demonstrating 
exceptional energy and capacity in business by 
building up a prosperous manufacturing and mer- 
cantile house and one of the strongest banking 
institutions in this city and taking leadership 
in the national organization of bankers, he never 
let his business keep him from humane and use- 
ful social and civic activities. 

Mr. Huttig was known as “the democratic 
banker.” His democracy was fundamental. He 
combined high standards of business integrity 
and efficiency with high standards of manhood 
and citizenship. Anyone, rich or poor, with a 
reason to call on him could get a considerate 
hearing. He responded to every call for com- 
munity or other public work. His days were 
shortened by the pressure of varied and numer- 
His death brings deep regret to 
a wide circle who appreciated the rare qualities 
of the man and recognized his usefulness. His 
place is not easily filled. 
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It is well that the United States did not rec-

German Methods Won’t Pit America. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The article by Mr. Frank Putnam in the edi- 
torial section of the Sunday Post-Dispatch of July 
6 is interesting, but I fail to see where the Ger- 
man operation of railroads is precisely adapted to 
this country. 

All English and American writers seem unable 
to grasp the fact that Germany uses an iron rod 
in compelling every railroad employe to toe the 
mark and that rod and its absence goes back to 
the fundamentals—due to history and experience— 
upon which each civilization was built. 

To sum up—every English-speaking race has 
the motto that every mah’s home is his castle and 
that proposition the German people of Germany 
deny absolutely. 

Time, in all probability, will show the German 
view to be the correct one, where intense culture 
and dense population is involved, but in the mean- 
time those peoples which cannot adapt themselves 
to it will in the crush of competition, disappear 
from the face of the earth by the race suicide 
route. The seeds of decay are already visible in 
the German -race, too, but that is due to other 
causes which are well set forth in the February 
“1913 Die Neue Rundschau,” by Robert Hessen, 
who quotes Prof. Oldenburg, “Kinderzucht und 
Viehzucht gehoern aufs Land” (The bre@iing of 
children and domestic animals is a farming in- 
dustry). 

I have heard it stated by a number of Senators 
orm the floor of the Senate that Government em- 
ployes, aye, even the soldiers and sailors, had the 
right to organize and strike to obtain their just 
rights. How can anyone assert that Government 
ownership of railroads could by any possibility be 
@ success where:such doctrine is maintained? 

Only last week a printer employed in the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office told me that the union 
had that office just where they wanted it and 
that no superintendent could last if antagonized 
by the unions. In the Bureau of Pngraving and 
Printing the paper money is printed on hand 
presses and this is the only country on earth that 
uses that method. For years efforts: have been 
made to install machinery and all have failed be- 
cause the unions oppose it. 

I have no means of knowing the extent of Mr. 
Putnam’s knowledge of affairs in Washington, 
but I think any newspaper man or business man 
having any experience with Washington will dis- 
agree with his views as to the advisability of the 
Gevernment owning railroads. 

I commend to Mr. Putnam’s notice the Railway 
Age Gazette of Feb. 7, 1913, page 244, where Mr. 
Yves Guyot, former Minister of Public Works, 
writes of the results of public ownership in 
France. 

Germany is a monarchy wherein disciplined old 
soldiers are pensioned by giving them berths on 


‘the railroad, and France and America are repub- 


lics, where everyone does as he pleases. 

You can no more expect German methods on 
American railroads than you can hope to drink 
Munich beer in Belleville and this will be approved 
by every Bavarian reader. G. H. REID.

The 
killing of any of the following migratory insectiv- 


orous birds is permanently made unlawful: 
Bobolinks, catbirds, chickadees, cuckoos, 
flycatchers, grosbeaks, humming birds, king- 
lets, martins, meadow larks, night hawks, 
nuthatches, orioles, robins, shrikes, swallows, 
swifts, tanagers, titmice, thrushes, vireos, 
warblers, waxwings, whippoorwills, wood- 
peckers and wrens and all perching birds that 
live’ chiefly on insects. 
The only exception is as to ricebirds and does 
not apply to the vicinity of Missouri. 
Until 1918 the killing of the following game 
migratory birds is made unlawful: 
Band-tailed pigeons, little brown, sandhill and 
whooping cranes, swans, curlews and all shore 
birds, except black breasted and golden plover, 


Wilson or jack snipes, woodcocks and greater and

There are some exceptions to these dates, but none 
applies in this vicinity. 


One of the most effective provisions in the code 
prescribes that on the Mississippi, from Minne- 
apolis down; on the Missouri, from Bismarck 
down, and on the Ohio, from Pittsburg down, 
waterfowl and dozens of other varieties of migra- 
tory birds may be shot from boats only from Oct. 
31 to Jan. 1.

The Right to Make a Living. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Having read several letters published in your 
paper in regard to the unfair treatment of the 
striking waiters, I beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing note for your kind perusal: 

To begin with the unions do not want the negro. 
Wherever there is a negro branch of any particu- 
lar union, they receive but little, if any, considerga- 
tion from their white* brethren; in fact, they are tol- 
erated rather than encouraged. There is a local 
negro branch of the American Federation of Mu- 
siclans, who have had little or no assistance from 
the larger body since they organized. I wish to 
ask you what right has anyone to try to prevent 
a man from making a living, be he black or white? 
Evéry negro waiter here has to make a living the 
same as anybody else, and there are 100 positions 
open to a white man to one for a negro. A short 
time ago negroes were replaced by white men at 
Hotel Beers and not a word of it in the papers, 
but the moment a negro replaces a white man in 
one of the few positions to which he (the negro) 
is eligible, a cry is heard from all sides, even St. 
Louls’ “One Big Paper” sees something inhuman, 
brutal and unfair in it. 

The negro has but few means of making a de- 
cent livelihood and I don’t think they can be 
blamed for accepting lucrative positions whenever 
they can get them. Eliminate'prejudice from the 
situation and it would not seem half so bad, but 
such men as your cartoonist, Minor, help te make 
things look worse than they really are.

Liquidation in wheat futures dried 
up Monday. after some early selling 
at a, fractional decline. Market news 


was mixed. 

World’s wheat/shipments for the 
week totaled 10,432,000 bu, against 
11,152,000 bu last week and 9,375,000 
bu last year. The primary movement, 
however, was heavy. 

There were some unconfirmed fre- 
ports of “black rust’ in the North- 
west, as the weather there was rath- 
er favorable for its germination. 

Exports of wheat and flour con- 
tinue on a large scale and have been 
maintained in the face of generaliy 
favorable foreign crop - conditions. 
Should.fthe fureign outlook change for 
the worse, our heavy export move- 
ment might play suddenly into the 
hands of the bull traders. 

This never was better illustrated 
than in the year 1891. At that time 
wheat prospects i America were 
perfect, as they aré now, and the 
trade bearish and short the market. 
Some of the biggest traders in the 
“> edd were working on the selling 
side. 

Wheat was quoted at about ae 
for the December option on July 14. 
By Aug. 13 it had mounted to 99%c, 
on a complete crop failure in France, 
which caused a ijisensational export 
demand for American wheat. 

Aug. 14 the price jumped from 
994%c to $1.07%, and on the next day 
prices at the opening touched $1.12, 
a rise of abet dene | 25c in 30 days, 
13c of which came in two days. 

The market was one of the most 
sensational in the history of the grain 
trade and caused the failure of sev- 
ai so-called plungers. in Chicago. 

e day the movement culminated 
our crop prospect was fine (and the 
crop later proved a big one); pri- 
mary receipts totaled 346,978 bu, 
against 109,978 bu the year before, 
and the visible supply increased 1,- 
$01,276 bu for the week. The big ad- 
vance was based entirely on export 
demands. 

The domestic wheat visible decreased 
613,000 bu for the week, corn 878,000 bu; 
oats increased 1,848,000 bu.
